Treasury Report Update

The August 2017 Treasury Report is available on the City’s
website at: www.newportbeachca.gov/treasury.

As of August, the City’s portfolio totaled just over $242
million, from all sources. Roughly $29 million of this portfolio
is highly liquid, meaning that it is available for cash flows
associated with day-to-day operations and cash funding of
major construction expenditures.

The short-term portfolio (5174 million) has a weighted
average effective maturity of 1.84 years. The total return for the short-term portfolio for the
trailing twelve months was 0.90%. This return compares favorably to our benchmark for the
same period, the BAML 1-3 Year Treasury index which returned 0.52%.

Finance and Budget staff from the City of Long Beach
were here last week. They are in the process of
implementing Munis and wanted to learn about the (&)
Munis budget modules. They were very appreciative of
our time and sent a comprehensive list of questions in
advance of the meeting. Our Senior Budget Analyst,
Shannon Espinoza, served as the event leader with the
Budget staff providing productive input on Munis processes, limitations, and
successes. Shannon noted that it would be mutually beneficial to maintain our contact with the
City of Long Beach staff, as they would be a good resource for us when we have Munis questions
and vice versa.

David Wilson was
the only recipient this year and the first lifeguard to receive the award since legislation changed to
include ocean lifeguards. The legislation change occurred after the tragic line of duty death of Newport
Beach Lifeguard Ben Carlson.

Artist: John Merigian

The simplicity of this giant welded
steel figure invites viewers to pause
and reflect. It exudes a contemplative,
soulful emotion that fits well with

the peaceful surroundings of the
park. Its complexity of form lies in

{ the relationship between space,

lines, shadows and silhouettes as the

5 movement of the crossing sun through

the day reveals constantly changing
shadows and linear components.

Flight

Artist: Steven Rieman

The engaging stainless steel

and bronze sculpture, “Flight”,
captures an idea nota moment in
time. According to the artist, the
symbolic bird soaring through a
ring of the sun represents a future
of wonder with the random letters
that cover its form questioning
the human experience and how
we impact our future,

Popsicles

Artist: Craig Gray

This whimsical sculpture stacks
three giant colorful popsicles ina
pop art creation with a "feel good”
attitude that fulfills the artist’s goal,
"to warm the creative soul and bring
happiness to the heart” Chosen as
the favorite in a community survey,
the steel, wood and stucco sculpture
is covered in colorful epoxy that
appears to be melting as it hits the
warm concrete base.

Burnt Matchstick
Artist: Karl Unnasch
Physically inspired by radio tower
design, this 40-foot sculpture, with

its soft-glowing beacon and slow
flicker, captures a fleeting moment

in time: the split-second after a
burning wooden matchstick has been
extinguished by a gust of air. Varying
combinations of amber, black, blue
and white domestic opalescent glass
aggregate in a multi-planar fashion in

the construction of this larger-than-life,

seemingly innocuous object.

B No Swimming

Artist: Oleg Lobykin

This work was first seen at Burning
Man 2008. According to the artist, this
conceptual artwork represents deep
concern about the impact of human
activity and progress on nature.The
massive shark’s dorsal fin is covered in
shiny aluminum leaf and rises 12 feet
out of the park landscape.

¥l Cosmic Glints
Artist: Patricia Vader
This kinetic wind-driven metal
sculpture utilizes mostly upcycled
materials in its structure, including
bicycle wheels and reflectors. The
wheel circle is held together by
compression and the largest wheels
are bolted to the central motorcycle
rim. The smaller wheels spin freely. The
colorful, playful sculpture captures the
elements of its environment, utilizing
the ocean breezes for movement and
sparkling sunlight to create glints
of light that bounce off the moving
aluminum disks.

Getting Your Bearings

Artist: David Boyer

Inspired by antique industrial artifacts that can be found in the historic
areas of the Western United States, Getting Your Bearings is a kinetic
wind sculpture that is menumental in size, whimsical in style, and
antique in appearance. Three steel and stainless steel paddle wheels
sitatop a massive steel base, trunk and branches, turn effortlessly to
create an overhead kaleidoscope of light and shadow.,

Recent Park Renovations

Our Landscape Division, with the help of Mariposa
1 Landscapes, recently worked with local residents
| to remove old trees and shrubs from the San
Miguel Park back slope. The old trees and shrubs
blocked views and required a high level of
irrigation. The new plants installed will add a
dimension of grasses blowing in the wind and
some color to help brighten the area while cutting
back on the need for higher irrigation amounts.
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Staff recently received a request to look at the Spyglass Hill Park sign area and bank for
improvement. The area was in need of sprucing up, and with the help of Mariposa
Landscapes, new plantings were installed to bring new color while saving water.

41s Street End Repairs

Over this summer, during routine pumping operations with high tide events, the Storm
Drain Crew noticed severe leaking coming from the tidal valve box and water shooting
up out of cracks in the street on 41st Street at River Avenue.

While investigating during low tide, staff noticed that the last 10 feet of the street and
surrounding curbs had settled and dropped three inches. Houston & Harris, the City’s
closed circuit TV (CCTV) contractor ran their camera through the storm drain and found
water coming through cracks in both the tide valve box and the storm drain line from the
tide valve to the seawall.

To repair the problems prior to the rainy season, our on-call utility relining contractor
Sancon Engineering was called to inject an expandable sealant around the tide valve
box and compromised pipe.

Additionally, the sunken concrete street end was replaced as well as the 10 year old tide
valve.

The repair was a group effort between our hard-working crew, contractors, and Public
Works Inspector Mike St. Clair, all providing their expertise during the reconstruction for a
timely and successful outcome.

SURVIVING AN ACTIVE SHOOTER INCIDENT

In the wake of the Sunday’s tragedy, we have received several requests for more
information on how to handle an Active Shooter incident. When we provide training or
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talks on this subject, we often say that Active Shooter Incidents are like earthquakes:
they are scary and they can happen without warning... but preparing and knowing your
options in advance can help make a difference.

We all know to "Drop, Cover, Hold On" when the ground starts shaking, and we want
everyone to be just as familiar with the options to "Run-Hide-Fight* when an act of
violence breaks out. These aren't perfect solutions and they aren't guarantees, but they
are tools that everyone should have available in the case of an emergency.

ALERTOC NOTIFICATION TeST CALLOUT

On October 18 at 10 a.m., Newport Beach and more than two million other Orange
County residents will receive a call to test the AlertOC system. The test will replicate a
large scale, multi-jurisdictional emergency requiring thousands of numbers to be called
simultaneously across the Orange County region. This is the eighth annual regional test
of the system and will include 24 participating cities as well as the County’s
unincorporated areas.

Residents can do their part to prepare for emergencies by registering for AlertOC.
Everyone can self-register their cell phone numbers and e-mail addresses to take part
in the regional test.

CITY-WIDE EVACUATION DRILL

On October 19 at 9:30 a.m., Newport Beach will participate in a city-wide “Great
California Shakeout” evacuation drill. The drill will be based on a 7.8 magnitude
earthquake in Southern California and will simulate a partial collapse of several city
facilities.

According to Dr. Lucy Jones of the U.S. Geological Survey, an earthquake of this size
will last approximately two minutes with multiple after-shocks. Such an earthquake will
cause unprecedented damage and cause severe long lasting disruption.

The drill will provide an opportunity for city facilities to practice evacuating employees
and customers in preparation for a large emergency or disaster.

New Amenities for Back Bay View Park

Last week All American Asphalt installed a new water fountain (with bottle
filler) and a bike FixIt station in Back Bay View Park. The FixIt station is
equipped with tools, a tire pump, and a rack to allow cyclists to make minor
repairs while out biking.
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Sediment Sampling in the Harbor

As part of our efforts to maintain the City’s Regional General Permit (RGP-54) for residential
slip and commercial marina dredging, the City is required to test the harbor near-shore
sediment every five years to ensure it is compatible with either ocean or beach disposal. Last
week, the City’s consultant, Anchor QEA, began the sampling process at 54 locations, and
expects to be done in the next few days.

The picture at left shows the work barge with an A-
frame crane which is used for lifting the Vibracore into
the water. After the Vibracore vibrates the coring tube
into the sediment at the required depth, the material is
captured inside a plastic liner as seen in the picture at
right.

The sediment is
later bagged and
mixed with other
core samples
from the same
area to form a
composite which
is then iced and
shipped to the lab
for biological and
chemical testing.

Assuming the sediment testing yields normal results, our
RGP-54 dredging permit will resume without any lapse or
interruption for our residents and commercial marinas to
use.

Orange County Sanitation District Sewer Project Update

The OC Sanitation District (OCSD) continues with
their trunk sewer rehabilitation project, taking place
along Newport Boulevard, north of Coast Highway.
This existing regional sewer pipeline was built in the
early 1950’s and serves Costa Mesa and Newport
Beach. The project replaces the existing pipeline with
a larger pipeline to increase the sewer flow capacity
and reduce the risk of spills.

This past week the project began the phase of work
that has the northbound Newport Boulevard on and off
ramps to and from West Coast Highway (via Old
Newport Boulevard) closed for 3 months. Some traffic
congestion is expected in this area for northbound Old
Newport, as traffic is now diverted to Hospital Road.
With the expected traffic increase on Hospital Road,
flaggers are in place to help with traffic flow during
peak times. OCSD has some refining to do with its
contractor, but overall the flagging operations appear
to be working and traffic backup is minimal.

The County of Orange in cooperation with the City of Newport Beach Public Works Department
is rebuilding a storm drain and repairing an eroded canyon within the East Bluff community of
Newport Beach. The existing storm drain failed, causing extensive erosion and damage to a
30-inch diameter corrugated steel pipe (CSP) that was buried into the face of the bluff. The
project entails the removal of an existing safety hazard and reduction of future bluff erosion by
removing and reconstructing the storm drain, repairing the eroded areas and providing
additional permanent erosion protection.
